City in TJo/bua's Time, when 

* Adonizebeck was King, who was flain 
by him: Yet the Febuſites held it four 
hundred Years after, till David won 
'1t, tho' the Inhabitants boaſted that 
their blind and lame ſhould defend it; 


2 Sam. v. G. David {trengthened it 


with a Caſtle, and beautified it with 
Palaces : After this Solomon enlarged 
it, and further beautified and fortified 
it, the Palace Gates and Walls could 


not be matched in all the world; and

this brave City ; ; preſently after Ne- 
buza adon, General of the Babylonian” 
army commanded by Nebuchadonozor, 
ſpoiled the temple carrying away the 


, | «Veſlels of Gold and Silver, and the 


great Laver given by King Solomon, 
and burned the temple the firſt day of 
the next month, which was twenty- 
one Days after the Sur prizal, four 
hundred and Seventy Years, fix 
months, and ten days after the foun- 
dation thereof; 1 thouſand-and ſixty- 
two Years, ſix months, and ten days 
| after the departure of the people out 

of Egypt; one thouſand nine hundred 
and fifty Years and fix months, after 
the flood ; one thouſand five hundred 
and thirteen Years, ſix months, and 
ten Days after the Creation... Thus 
and then was the City of Jeruſalen 


taken, and for ſeventy years remain- 


ed the Jews in this Captivity. 
It was built again by Nebemiab, 
Chron. 1. 2, 3, 4+ The Temple and

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City were ſpoiled again by Bugeoſes, 
Lieutenant to Artaxerxes, then by 
Pfolomeus the firſt, then by Antichus 
Epbiphancs, and again by Appolonius's 
Deputy; after which it was taken 
by Pompey, and robbed by Craſſus in 
his Parthian Expedition. Yet all the” 


Loſſes the temple and city ſuſtained, 


were repaired by Hercd the Great, 
who enlarged the city, new built the 


Temple, and left it both ſtately and 


glorious ; it was compaſſed with three 
ſtrong walls, the third Wall had 
ninety towers, the ſecond wall had 
fourteen, and the old wall had ſixty. 
Agrippa built a fourth Wall, ten 
cubits high, but did not finiſh it, left 
Claudius Ceſar ſhould think he deſign- 
ed to rebel; yet the Jews afterwards 
built it twenty cubits high, and raiſ- 
ed a battlement two Cubits, and built 
three Towers thereon: All their 
Towers were built of white Marble, 
each ſtone being twenty cubits long, 
ten broad, and five thick, fo curiouſly 
join d, that they ſeem d but pne 2. 
| an 
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and the compaſs of the City from 
the Nortb to Weſt, was forty-three 
Furlongs. 

Within the City was the King's 
Palace, ſurpaſſing all the world for 
largeneſs and workmanſhip, inviron- 
ed with a wall which was 30 Cubits 


high, adorned with towers, and beau- 


tified with houſes for an hundred of 
the nobility ; and in every room were 
many vetiels of gold and filver, and 
porches adorned with curious pillars; 


and many pleaſant walks, with all 


manner of trees and fountains, which 
ſpouted up water, with . and 
brazen ſtatues, from which ran water 
continually. 

The temple was built upon a rocky 
mountain, and the place at the top 
was not at firſt big enough for the 
temple and court, the hill being. 
very ſteep, but the people every day 
brought earth thither, and they at 
laſt made it plain and large enough, and 
with wonderful curioſity and labour 
incloſed three walls which were many 


days

days labour, with the coſt of all tlie 


holy Treaſure offer d to God from all 


parts; the foundation of the temple 


was laid three hundred Cubits deep; 
the porches were double ſupported by 
many pillars twenty-five cubits high, 
all of one piece of marble; the tops 
of Cedar fo exactly wrought, as aſto- 
niſhed the Beholders; the porches 
were thirty cubits broad, and the 
compaſs 1 

longs; the Courts were curiouſly 
paved and wrought with all ſorts of 


ſtones, and the gates were covered with 


mighty plates of gold, only one with 
Corinthian Braſs, which for beauty 
excelled the other, dazzling the eyes 
of the ſpectators. 

Then the Holy of Holes, or 


Sanctum Sanctorum, ſituate in the midſt 


had twelve ſtairs to go up to it; the 
fore part of it was an hundred cubits 
high, and as many broad, and back- 
wards it was forty cubits on each ſide; 
it had as it were two ſhoulders, in 
height twenty Cubits, and —_— 
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the temple was ſix Fur- 
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five wide, and ba * , to ſhew 
that Heaven' was always open. All 
the fore-parts were gilded within, and 
covered with fine Gold ; the inner 
Part was divided into two Rooms, 
whereof the firſt only might be ſeen, 
which was in Heighth ninety Cubits, 
in Length Forty, 'and in Breadth 
twenty. Round about the wall was 
a golden Vine, whereon hung grapes 
in Cluſters, being fix Feet long; it 
had golden Gates, fifty-five Cubits 
high, and ſixteen broad, and curious 
hanging of the ſame length, wrought. 
with purple Velvet, Scarlet and Silk. 
All the Fabrick was ſo exquiſite and 
rich, that none could imagine any 
Workmanſhip wanting, for it was all 
| covered with maſſy Plates of Gold, 
which aſtoniſhed the Beholders ; the. 
Top was all ſet with Rods of Gold, 
ſharp at the End, leſt Birds ſhould. 
ſit thereon, and deſile the holy place.

About Forty Vears after the death 


of Chriſt, the Jews had many Warn- 


ings ſhewed them from Heaven, the 
Year before that Veſpaſian came. In 


the Feaſts of Weeks, the Prieſt heard 


a Man walking in the Temple, ſaying 


| with a terrible Voice, Come, let us go 


away out of this Place, let us make baſte 
away from hence. | 
Now the Sins of the Jews being 
come to the full Height, who with 
cruel Hands had crucified the Lord of 


Life; that innocent blood which they 


defired might fall upon them and their 
Children, 1t began now to be avenged 
upon them : For the civil Wars were 
begun by Jehonanan and Shimeon, who 
deſtroyed all the Corn and Fruits 
without the City, and Tehonanan 
within the City raviſhed the Citizens 
Wives and Daughters, and ſhed floods 
of innocent Blood. The Citizens be- 
ing weary of this Tyranny, delivered 
the City to Shimeon, thinking he 
would help them, but he joined the 


bout» 


1 BY 0 
bout, till at laſt they quarrelled be- 
tween themſelves. 

Then therewas nothing butſlaugh- 
ters and blood-ſhed, ſo that the blood 
of the Jews ran through the Streets, 
even to the Temple of the Lord, like 
a Flood; all that the Seditious over- 
came, they ſet their Houſes on Fire, 
ſo that they burnt 1400 Store-houſes 
that were full of Corn, Wine and Oil, 
which cauſed a ſudden Famine in Je- 
ruſalom. Thus God viſited the City 
with four plagues at once, via. Sword 
Peſtilence, Famine, and Fire; to 
which the fifth was added, the Ruin 
and Deſtruction of all the glorious 
Buildings, ſo that there was nothing 
but Deſolations, Pollutions of the 
Temple, and all Holy Things, and 
uproars without any reſt; no help, no 
ſuccour, but every Corner was full of 
Howling, Yelling, Weeping, Wail- 
ing, S6bbing and Sighing of Women 
and Children, and aged Men ſtarving 
for want of Bread, and others roaring 
in their Wounds, ſo that all manner 
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col miſeries oppreſſed the Inhabitants; 


for he was thought a happy man that 
was dead before that day. Rs 

At this Time Veſpaſian with his 
Army was lying in Galilee, and from 
thence he went to Rome, to receive the 
Imperial crown, and left his ſon Titus 
with the half of his Army to beſiege 
Jeruſalem, but to tarry at Alexandria 


till further Orders. To whom Titus 
anſwered, That I ſball do, dear Pather, 
for unto You it belongeth to command, 


and for me to obey. | 
In the firſt Year of the Reign of 
Veſpaſian, Titus muſtered his Army, 


and found them ſufficient for the ſiege 
of Jeruſalem : He then marched to 


Samaria, and from thence to Atelonia, 
thirty furlongs from Jeruſalem, where 
he pitched his camp, and the next day 
he brought his whole army to Feruſa- 
lem, a little before the Feaſt of unlea- 
vened Bread, which was April 14th, 
ſo that an infinite number of People 
that came to celebrate, were all {hut 
up in the city, which raiſed a famine ;

Oxen's dung was fold at a dear Rate, 
ſo was old Leather, and ſome Wo- 
men for want, boiled their Children 
-and eat them. 
Now Titus appr oached the walls of 
the city, and pitched his camp about 
the River Peſephina, raiſed a Mount, 
and with a battering ram broke into 
the Ci 175 May 7, and afterwards he 
raiſed four other Mounts, and made 
himſelf Maſter of the ſecond Wall, 
and built twelve Caſtles thereon, ſo 
that none could paſs inor out, where- 
by the Peſtilence and Famine raged | 
— and the Sword without the 
City, ſo that multitudes periſhed ; for 
from. April the 14th; to July follow- 
ing, there were buried by the com- 
mon charge of the City, ſix hundred 
thouſand Carcaſſes, and Multitudes 
thrown into empty Houſes, and over 
the Walls, who filled the Ditches 
with dead bodies. Titus intended to 
fave the Temple from Fire, when 
ſome of the City was in Flames, by 
ſetting : a Guard upon it, but the Se- 
Fe. ods ditious, 
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ditious, who ted the Fire, ſlew e- 
very Man of the Guard, which Titus 
hearing, brought his whole Ar 
thither. At that Time a Soldier of 
the ſeditious took a flaming fire-brand 
and caſt it through the golden Win- 
dow into the Temple, and others ſet 
fire to the Doors, and after the Gold 
grew hot, the temple began to burn, 
and immediately. the whole Fabrick 
was in a flame, and the Holy of Ho- 
hes was laid open to the View of all 
there preſent. 5 | 

This happened the ſecond Year of 
the Reign of Veſpaſian; and the ſame 
Month that it was burnt by Nebu- 
chadnezzar, Titus drew his {word to 
fave the Holy Place, but the Flames 
ruſhed thro' all Parts of the-Temple 
in a moment, ſo that none could fave 
it: The Jeus ſeeing all go to deftruc- 
tion before their eyes, they then threw 
themſelves into the Flames, faying, 


Why ſhould we live longer? Now there 
was no temple after the Holy of Ho-

lies was burnt. Titus entered it, — 
Ne 1 "A

{aw the Glory of it, and ſaid, I well 
percei ve that this is no other than the 
Houſe of God, and the Dwelling-place 
of the King of Heaven, the God of 
Heaven, who is God of this Houſe, take 
Vengeance on the Sedilious, whoſe hein- 
ous Deeds have brought this Evil upon 
themſelves, and this Place. 
On September the ſeventh, Titus 
commanded all the lower City to be 
ſet on Fire, and aſſaulted the upper 
City, breaking over their fences, and 
deſtroying all before them with Fire 
and Sword; then he commanded the 
City and Temple to be raized to the 
Foundation, and the Ground to be 
forthwith plow'd. And Jebonanan and 
Shimeon were ſent Priſoners to Rome, 
with ſeven hundred of the Jes; the 
Book of the Law, and purple Veil of 
the ſanCtuary were taken in trium a 
to Rome. About that time neither ſu 
nor moon · were ſeen for fifteen 05 
as Chriſt foretold. Matt. xxiv. 1 9. 
St. Jerome writes that in his Time, 
on that FOI of the Year wherein Jeru- 
falem

ſalem was taken by the Romans, you 


might have ſeen aged Men and Wo- 


men, and other wretched People, but 
pitied by none, who, with blubbered 
Cheeks, and diſchevelled Hair, went 
howling and lamenting, for the Ruin 
of the temple and ſanctuary, wearing 
and bearing in their habits and bodies 


the ſad characters of divine vengeance, 


of whom the ſoldiers exacted a Fee 
for Liberty of Weeping; and they 
who formerly ſold the blood of Jefus, 
were now forced to buy their own tears. 
Thus the cy and temple of Jeru- 


falem were deſtroyed by Titus, and 


them which ſaw it afterwards could 
not believe that ever: there had been 
ſuch a city there, yet the deſpiſed 
Jeus begged Leave to build Part of 
the City: But after ſixty-five Years 
when they began to revolt, then Elias 
Adrianus, the Emperor, flew many 


Thouſands of them; and when his 


Fury was over, he took one Part of 
without the Wall, Mount 
and 


made 
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made it a Ae City, which th 
called after his own Name, Alia 
Capitalia, which was inhabited by all 
Nations, 'but moſt by Chriſtians for 
five hundred Years : And in 629, it 
was taken by the Egyptians and Salla- 
vines, who held it 4 hundred Years ; 
and in one thouſand and ninety-nine, 
it was re-gained by Godfrey Bullin, 
who being elected Line, refaſed to be 
crowned with a crown of gold, where 
Chriſt was crowned with a crown of 
thorns : It continued to him and his 
Succeſfors ei ighty-eight Vears, till in 
one thouſand one hundred and nine- 
ty-ſeven, it was taken by Salladine 
King of Egypt; and in one thouſand 
— hundred and ſeventeen, the Turks iſ 
took it, and called it in their own 8 
Language, Curembare, r. Ti be KU 
id Hohes. , | 
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
